DETAILED ACTION 

This notice of allowance is in response the amendment filed 27 May 2008. Claims 1 , 6- 
7, 9-12, 14-24, 37, 42, 44, and 46-47 are presented for further consideration. Claims 2- 
5, 8, 13, 25-36, 38-41, 43, 45 and 48 are cancelled. Claim 1 is currently amended. 
Claims 1, 6-7, 9-12, 14-15, 17-24, 37, 42, 44 and 46-47 are allowed. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Claims 1, 6-7, 9-12, 14-15, 17-24, 37, 42, 44 and 46-47 are allowable as the prior 
art of record fails to teach or suggest individually or in combination the claimed 
limitations of a method for analyzing a stream of network usage data comprising 
updating a statistical model, wherein updating the statistical model includes updating 
only the aggregation of records in the tracking table for that identifier .
